Slovak kept right on fighting. Like the Greeks immor- | 
talized in the Anabasis, these Czecho-Slovak crusaders 
“betrayed by friends, encompassed by enemies, made 
their way from the heart of a hostile country to the 
sea." That retreat across Siberia was dwarfed into an 
episode by the furious pageant that blazed from the North 
Sea to Switzerland, that churned red the Adriatic, that 
roared tumultuously “where Memnon sang the dawn.” 
But though relegated to the wings by the incredible 
drama of the world’s bloodiest hour, it was, neverthe- | 
less, an epic, and will so be appraised and glorified by | 
the worshipful estimate of that new republic. | 

It has been a great experience for those Czecho-Slo- 
vak soldiers, this Journey across America. They have

Eliminates Red Tape. 

Two ways of buying the 
food at these depots are open to 
municipalities. The city itself may 
do the buyfng, or, if its charter for- 
bids this, it may delegate some civic 
organization or an individual its 
agent.

Europe face a very trying problem 
in financial manipulation, brought 
about by the enormous interest due 
on public debts and the excessive 
amount of currency put in circula- 
tion during the war.

new garbage disposal plans. 

In criticising the Aldermen for 
their action Mayor Kiel said they 
alone would be to blame if the re- 
sulting cofiditions cause an_ epl- 
demic. 

The threatened emergency 


farmer near Mascoutah, IIl.,*who is 
taking the city garbage under con- 
tract, has informed the city that 
there is a likelihood his farm will be 
declared a nuisance and he will be 
required to close it Aug. 18. 

Two Bills Involved. 

The bills laid over yesterday were 
one giving the city exclusive right to 
collect all garbage and one empower- , 
ing the Board of Public Service to 
ask for bids for the disposal of the 
garbage for 5, 10 and 20 year periods 
by reduction, hog feeding, incinera- 
tion or conversion into feed for ani- 
‘mals. 

Opposition to the immediate pass- 
age of the bills was led by Alderman 
Nathan Hall, insurgent Republican,

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3266 CASES HEARD IN 
CITY COURTS IN JULY 


Revenue Reached $8170 and 
Judge Ittner Heard 1688 Cases, 
Judge Mix 1548. 


Figures prepared by Thomas Ss. 


Hauk, clerk of the city police courts, 
show July to have been a record 
month financially, the courts hav- 
ing done the biggest business in 
their history. During last month 
there were heard 3266 cases, from 
which the city received .$8170 in 
fines and cost assessments. There 
were heard 917 cases more than in 
July, 1918, with revenue excess over 
the same month last year of $6772. 

In City Court No. 1, Judge Ittner 
presiding, there were: heard 1688 
cases last month, with collections of 
$3437. During July of the previous 
vear in the same court there were 
‘heard 1488 cases and $734 was col- | 
Jected in fines and costs. 

Judge Mix, sitting in City Court 
No. 2, heard 1548 cases, from which 
there was collected $4724. In the 
same court during July of last year 
861 eases were fried and $664 was 
collected. Judge Mix’s record for 
the month was extraordinary, as it 
compared favorably in point of re- 
ceipts with the returns of the court 
for the previous fiscal year, when 
$5899 was garnered for the city. 

The heavy receipts in police courts 
is due to the policy of the judges to 
fine offenders and not to remit. 
Lately a great many automobile of- 
fenders have been ‘brought into 
court for failure to provide proper 
lenses and for violation of traffic 
‘regulations. A crusade against auto- 
mobile offenders was conducted in 
Judge Mix’s district, and resulted in 
heavier receipts in his court. 


QUEEN VICTORIA'S LETTERS 


SHOW ANTI-GERMAN STAND 


British Quarterly Review Publishes 
Correspondence With Crown 
Princess. 

Special Cable to the Dost-Dispatch 

LONDON, Aug. 2.—-The Quarter- 
ly Review publishes a numberof 
letters Written by the late Qu 
Victoria, evidently with the object 
of removing the impression gained 
from some contemporary. memoirs 
that she was pro-German in her pol- 
icy and sentiments. These letters 
must have been supplied by the 
King. 

The most interesting of them are 
about the Danish war of 1884 when 
Prussia siezed the Duchies of Schles- 
wig and Holstein. Although En- 
gland was not prepared to go to war 
for Denmark's integrity, Queen Vic- 
toria expressed herself in strong 
terms to her eldest daughter, then 
Crown Princess of Germany, regard- 
ing Bismarck's designs. The Crown 
Princess replied in a remarkable 
letter, showing on her part at that 
time thorough belief in Prussia. It 
ran: 

“That England should persist in 
turning the question upside down in 
thinking that big Prussia is going 
to eat up little Denmark is very la- 
mentable. What the calamity of a 
war with England would be no one 
knows better than I, who lie awake 
half the night thinking of all the 
dreadful consequences with horror. 

tut I would not have Prussia go one 
step aside from the right road in 
order to avoid it.” 

Queen Victoria wrote a month 
later that “‘Prussia has been guilty 
of gross and unblushing violation of 
every assurance and pledge she had 
given.” 

The Crown Princess’ reply to this 
letter is not given. Other letters 
display Queen Victoria’s hatred of 
Bismarck in the plainest terms after 
the Franco-Prussian war during the 
period when the then Crown Prince 
ran counter to hi simperialist pol- 
licy, beginning the feud which end- 
ed only with his death, and was then 
pursued against the Dowager Em- 
| press with relentless animosity by 
| Bismarck.
